PIAST “NEW STREET 
PETITIONED POR ACCEPTANCE 
UNDER PETTERMENT ACT 


The first street, other than 
those on. the original list 
last year, has been ‘petition- 
ed’ to the Board of Selectmen 
to be accepted under the Bet- 
terment Act. 

Walter G. Smith, Sr., of El- 
wood Road (off Forest Street) 
submitted such a petition to 
the Selectmen in their Monday 
night meeting. Mr. Smith, who 
was accompanied by Danie] Gil- 
lis, of the West Wilmington 
Betterment, submitted signed 
releases from al] the abuttors 
of the 500 foot long street. 
It.was the first time that suc 
a petition had been submitted, 
since the passage of the Bet- 
terment Act, in the annual to- 
wn meeting last spring. 

Mr. Smith was told that the 
Town Engineer and the Princi- 
pal Assessor would check the 

ecessary work, before the fi- 
nal consideration by the Sel- 
ectmen, but that his street 
would be the first on the list 
to be considered by the Sel- 
ectmen, after September 30th. 
He was, in a manner of spei 
ing, congratulated for being 
the first to submit such a pet 
ition. 

At the same time he was told 
that this petition did not in- 
clude street light, and that 
he would have to submit a s 
arete petition for lights, al- 
so preferably before September 
30th. 

The street cannot be accept- 
ed until the next annual meet- 
ing. 

To alleviate a condition of 
mud, now on Elwood Road, Smith 
was told that the town would 
furnish gravel, lay it,and 
spread it, after making an es- 
timate of the cost, and after 
the money to cover such an es- 
timate had been deposited with 
the town. Such repairs of pri 
vate ways can be made under 
the laws, and the cost would 
be at the rate of $1.25 a yard 
which, Smith was told, prac- 
tically just pays for the tru- 
cking and labor.

Every newspaper has its problems, and one of 
them can be classified as "organization news'. 
Organizations, like people, have their idiosyn 
cracies. Some of them like to be in the public 
eye, and others shun publicity as though it 
were the plague. There are some organizations 
which, like some people, insist that the only 
way a news item can be published is in the ex- 
act words that they themselves use, in their 
press releases. 

Practically every newspaper has to edit such 
news releases. If it didn't the paper would be 
filled with varying degrees of tripe, most of 
it unreadable, 

During the past few days we received a letter 
from one such organization. Omitting the fhame 
of the writer, and the name of the organi7a- 
tion, it is worthy of publication, for the 
points which it brings up. The letter read:

In the first place an ont of town paper had» 
printed the news three or four days before the | 
date of the letter. 

In the second place the letter arrived at our 
office on Tuesday afternoon - after our dead- 
line for organizational news. It would still 
have been printed, were it possible to have it 
"set up', but such was impossible under the 
circumstances. 

In the third place a member of the staff of 
this paper called one of the officials on the 
same day that the "formal news release' was 
written, and possibly before it was written. 
The Town Crier thought that the item was news- 
worthy enough to warrant a picture. The Town 
Crier offered to take a picture. The offer was 
refused. 

If any organization wishes to adopt a "for- 
mal' attitude, and demand that newspapers 
print only such news as is "formally' submit- 


ted, if, when, and immediately after submis— 
sion, we can provide the names of certain 
newspapers which will do this thing. 

We are not to be ineluded in such a list. We 
think our readers are intelligent, and that 


they would be bored stiff if organizational 
news that arrives in our office were to be 
printed exactly as written. Any good newspaper 
has to shorten, edit, and cull news. from that 
which is sent to it, daily. 

The only way that any person or group can 
guarantee that its "formal' news releases will 
be printed, verbatim, is to do the same as our 
advertisers, i.e. buy space in the paper. 
Otherwise they will have to take their chances 
with the other groups in town, groups who 
don't wait until after the deadline to send in 
their news.
